Most  of  the  Florida  soils  are  acid  and  need  treatment  with  lime 
before  planting  is  done.  The  soil  should  be  thoroughly  plowed  or  dug, 
all  roots  removed,  top  soil  mixed  with  well-rotted  manure,  placed  in  the 
hole,  and  humus  added.  Humus  is  necessary,  and  where  no  manure 
is  available  muck  will  do. 

Plants  should  be  taken  out  of  the  packing  case  as  soon  as  possible, 
the  roots  wetted  and  set  in  a cool,  shady  place  until  wanted.  Try  to 
have  everything  ready  for  planting  when  the  plants  arrive.  If  plants 
are  wilted  stand  in  lukewarm  water  for  half  an  hour  and  they  will 
usually  revive. 

Plant  about  the  depth  the  plants  stood  in  the  pot  and  firm  the 
earth  well  around  them.  A mulch  is  a fine  protection  against  the 
fervid  sun  of  summer  and  also  helps  to  hold  moisture.  NEVER 
STRAIGHTEN  OUT  THE  ROOTS  OF  POT-GROWN  PLANTS.  This 
is  sometimes  done  to  the  great  detriment  of  the  plants. 

Plants  from  open  ground  have  considerable  damage  done  to  the 
roots  and  are  cut  back  and  most  of  the  foliage  removed  to  prevent  a 
too  rapid  evaporation  of  moisture  until  the  new  roots  start.  Never  let 
plants  lack  water  when  first  set  out. 

With  some  tender  tropical  plants  a protection  against  sudden  cold 
weather  in  some  parts  of  Florida  is  necessary.  This  can  be  had  by 
covering  with  paper,  sacks,  grass,  leaves,  etc.,  or  by  the  various  means 
of  heating.  In  some  cases  it  is  well  to  cover  the  plant  with  cloth,  a 
tent  or  to  build  a light,  portable  house  over  it.  and  put  in  a small 
oil  heater. 

A very  frequent  error  is  to  be  too  sparing  with  the  pruning  knife. 
Most  plants  will  do  beicer  if  properly  pruned,  especially  flowering 
shrubs.  Some  of  them,  in  fact,  will  not  make  a symmetrical,  compact 
growth  unless  they  are  trained.  Also,  winter  bloom  is  the  most  desir- 
able in  Florida,  and  the  greacer  portion  of  the  winter-blooming  shrubs 
will  only  bloom  freely  from  the  new  wood  and  cutting  back  in  late 
summer  or  early  autumn  must  be  practicea  to  insure  this.  Some 
shrubs  are  not  healthy  unless  pruned. 

Do  not  apply  commercial  fertilizer  until  certain  that  new  roots 
have  been  produced,  as  this  will  sometimes  kill  young  plants.  If  not 
sure  how  much  commercial  fertilizer  to  use,  err  on  the  side  of  giving 
too  little.  Many  amateurs  habitually  give  too  much  and  defeat  the 
object  in  fertilizing. 

Remember  that  the  plant  must  be  fed  if  it  is  to  thrive,  so  do  not 
forget  this  important  point.  Much  should  be  done  in  preparing  the  soil 
for  planting;  but  they  must  be  watched  to  keep  them  coming. 

A careful  attention  to  the  above  points  will  obviate  many  of  the 
failures.
